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LANDIS STOPS JURY 


IN ALTON INQUIRY

Federal Attorney Sims Asks Postpone- 


ment That Efficacy of Alton's 


Bath May be Determined

Chicago, Sept. 3.—Judge Landis in 


the United States district court today 
ordered the postponement of the grand 
jury investigation 
of 
the 
rebating 


charges against the Chicago & Alton 
road growing out of the recent trial 
and conviction of the Standard Oil 
:ompany until September 24. 


It was generally believed that when 


court opened today a letter would be 
presented from Attorney General Bona- 
parte defining the action intended by 
die government against the Alton road. 
The railroad company has 
made a 


claim of immunity asserting that it 
was promised by former District At- 
torney Morrison that if it aided the 
government in good faith in the prose- 
cution of the Standard Oil company 
that it would be exempt. 


No such letter was, however, pre- 


sented in court, either by Judge Landis 
or by District Attorney Sims, the suc- 
Dessor of District Attorney Morrison. 


Sims Asks Postponement. 


When court opened to-day District 


Attorney Sims said: 


"I am here if .the court please, in 


the matter of the grand jury investi- 
gation, and in that matter I wish to 
put a motion for a postponement. In 
crinpliance with the suggestion of the 
court made at the time of the conven- 
ing of the present grand jury, the facts 
KPtl circumstances in connection with 
the matter 
under investigation has 


been submitted to the department and 
I i:ad ex^ecte'l to he r.ble to report to 
i":e court this r.inrr.icg its views and 
ftecliEg*. Very 
recently, however, a 


situation "or.s arisen which, in my juclg- 
mert, makes it hisMy desirable that I 
have time to submit to the department 
certain facts ?.nd cirnimstarres in ad- 
dition to tho?e already sxibm'tteS. For 
these reasoi.s I request tb.it further ac- 
tion in the matter bu nostporecl for 
three or four wge';s. 


"You may inarm the grand jury" 


said Judge Landis, 'that they are at 
liberty to take r recess until 10 o'clock 
on the mornirjg of. September 24." 


After leaving the court room. Dis- 


trict Attorney Sims declared th.it he 
intended to submit certain facts to the 
attorney general and said that they 
had arisen within a few hours. 
He 


said that he 'would go to Washington 
within • a short time to present, per- 
sonally to the attorney general his 
reasons, for asking a postponement.

ANOTHER CASE POSTPONED. 


New York, Sept. -.3.—The taking of 


testimony in this city 
in 
the suit 


brought by the United States govern-- 
nient at St. Louis last December to 
dissolve the 
Standard 
Oil.company 


under the provisions of the Sherman 
anti-trust law, was 
posponed today 


until Thursday, at the request of coun- 
sel for the 
defendant company. It 


was announced adjournment of the 
hearing would really facilitate matters, 
inasmuch as the opposing attorneys 
are in consultation over various mat- 
ters which could best be handled in 
their preliminary stages at least, out 
of court. 


The attorneys for the government 


were ready to proceed when former 
Judge Franklin Ferriss, of St. Louis, 
the special examiner appointed by the 
federal court, took the bench in the 
United States circuit court room today, 
but offered, no opposition to the state- 
ment of postponement requested by 
the' defense. 
The principal feature 


of the brief session today was the 
making public of a partial list of wit- 
nesses which indicated the importance 
and the wide scope of the testimony 
expected to be. taken here. 


Heading the list is William Rocke- 


feller, a director in most of the seventy 
affiliated oil companies named as de- 
fendants in the government's suit, and 
E. C. Benedict was present today to 
answer a subpoena, while attorneys 
for the Standard Oil company entered 
an appearance for Mr. Rockefeller. 


That the testimony desired by the 


government will have to do largely 
with alleged rebates and discrimina- 
tions In freight rates, is indicated by 
the number of prominent railroad of- 
ficials included in the list of witnesses. 
Among those are Jefferson Justice, as- 
sistant controller of the Pennsylvania 
railroad; R. W. Downing, ex-controller, 
of the Pennsylvania lines; W. T. Mc- 
Culloch, auditor of freight receipts of 
the New York Central, and W. A. Har- 
ris, counsel of the New York Central. 
Wade Hampton, general auditor of the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey, 
is under subpoena as are C. M. Pratt 
and F, Q. Barstow. directors of the de- 
fendant companies; .John P. Logan, 
formerly an officer of the Standard, U. 
P. Howe, P. S, Trainor and Charles T. 
White, all associated with 
the de- 


fendant companies. 


The government's interests this 


morning were in the hands of Frank 
B. Kellogg, of St Paul: 
Charles B. 


Morrison, of Chicago, and .1. H. Graves 
of the department of justice at Wash- 
ington. • Representing the Standard 
Oil company 
and ail the other de- 


fendants today was John G. Milburn, 
•who also entered the appearance of 
M. F. Elliott, general counsel of the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey; 
W. L. McKenzie, represented the Man- 
hattan Oil company, of Lima, Ohio, 
one of the alleged 
subsidiary com- 


panies of the Standard. 
When the 


testimony is begun'on Thursday it is 
said that fifteen or twenty special at- 
torneys may .be present for the de- 
fendants. 


Prosecutor Dan B. Ninde

Carrton of the United States revenue 
cutter service, who has been investi- 
gating the principal industrial centers 
of Belgium. Switzerland and Germany, 
with a party of American manufactur- 
ers 
and 
professors,

Magdeburg today. 


The 
two 
principal 
conclusions 


reached, in which all the members of 
the American party agree, are tho ex- 
traordinary prosperity and extreme in- 
dustrial advancement of Germany. All 
of the thirty-five works visited were 
crowded with orders, some of them 
having orders for years ahead. Tho 
Alsation construction company of Mul- 
hausen employing 1,000 persons, has 
orders until late in 101 o. It was at 
Mulhausen that the Americans found 
gas engines being constructed up to 
three thousand horse-power. Gas en- 
gines in America Lieut. Cardon said, 
are regarded as being in an experi- 
mental stage, but all over Europe, gas 
engines had passed from experimental 
to full practical use. 


The Americans found that the Ger- 


mans made great use ot waste steam 
In manners 
unknown 
in 
America. 


Lieut. Cardon, who visited 350 Ger- 
man works in 1303 as a machinery ex- 
pert for the St. Louis exposition, was 
able to contrast, what he saw during 
his present tour with what, he saw 
four years ago. He said that the work- 
shop efficiency 
here 
has increased 


almost up to 100 per cent, the manu- 
facturers everywhere having applied 
American methods 
of 
getting 
the 


highest capacity out of tools and ma- 
chines. He found, however, that the 
Germans 
employ 
former American 


machine tools, most of those now in 
use having bc-en mane in Germany, 
although the highest, class American 
tools are still imported. 


The feeling among the manufactur- 


ers of the party was that the United 
States 
will 
experience difficulty in 


heating Germany and that the Ameri- 
can superiority in systems 
of work 


and machinery of a few years ago has 
well nigh been overcome. 


The Americans had 
heard many 


stories regarding the 
reluctance of 


German and other 
European manu- 


facturers to admit Americans to their 
works, but only five out of about 7f> 
manufacturers with whom the Ameri- 
cans corresponded declined to admit 
them and in each case the refusal was 
based on special reasons. 
Usually, 


the Americans found a reception com- 
mittee at the station with carriages 
nnd were personally conducted to the 
works by the directors of the com- 
panies, the American flag was hoisted 
over the works during the Americans 
stay there and they were entertained 
at lunch or at dinner.

the locomotive jumped the rails on 
the down-grade of the horseshoe 
curve of the Caledon mountain. Five 


crowded cars were piled up on toji 
of the locomotive. 
At orangeville 


every seat was filled 
a.nd 
people 


were standing in the aisles. 
All 


these cars were jammed together in 
the fiercp shock. Not less than three 
hundred passengers were in the cars 
that, loft tho rails. 


Of these 250 were' injured, many 


of them fatally and six were killed 
outright. 


The only explanation of the dis- 


aster so far is that the engineer was 
trying' to make up time and took tha 
horseshoe curve at a high speed.

DATA OF ARBITRATION. 


' The importance of the part which 
organized labor 
plays In 
strikes is 


made evident by the latest statistics 
issued by the department of com- 
merce and labor. 
The report ex- 


tends over a period of 25 years and 
shows that of the total number of 
strikes during that period no less | 
than GO per cent, were ordered by or- 
ganized labor. 


Not only did the workers order the 


larger percentage of strikes, but they 
also succeeded in making a good show- 
ing. 
In 4S per cent, of the cases 


they won all the demands they made, 
in 15 per cent, they were partially 
successful and in 30 per cent, railed 
to gain a point. 


lu the matter of lockouts, on UK: 


other hand, ihe employers were suc- 
cessful. 
In more than 57 per cent. 


of the establishments involved the 
employers came out with flying colors, 
winning decisive victories. 
In 11 per 


cent, they were partially successful 
and only failed in S2 per cent, of tho 
cases. 


These statistics and 
others con- 


tained in ihe report are being used as 
strong arguments in favor of organiza- 
tion, because- in 5« per cent of the dis- 
agreements where there was no union 
the strikers were 
ignominously de- 


feated, being successful, and then only 
in part, in 43 per cent, of these 
in- 


stances. 


During the 25 years, from 1SS2 to 


190C. there were 3G.757 strikes 
and 


1,540 lockouts in the 
United States. 


The total number who went on strike 
was fi,72S,0-18 and 716.231 were locked 
out. 
The dependence of one depart- 


ment upon the other, however, swells 
the total to 9,529,4;!4 who were idle 
during that period on account of in- 
dustrial disturbances. 


Increase of wages alone was the 


cause of 41 per cent, of the strikes, 
and tbese were more successful than 
any others. 
More than 23 per cent, 


were due to a dispute as to the recog- 
nition of union rules, 12 per cent, on 
account of the reduction in wages. 10 
per cent, to enforce a shorter work- 
day and 4 per cent, on account of sym- 
pathy- 


Recognition of the union and of 


union rules 
proved the stumbling 


block in many cases, and organized 
labor lost 43 per cent, of the strikes 
ordered on 
this 
account. 
Sympa- 


thetic strikes were tho most unsuc- 
cessful and failed in 70 per cent, of 
the cases where this was the only 
cause 


Advocates of arbitration as a means 


of settling these disputes claim that 
the statistics do not show the advance 


j which this movement has made, and 


the compilers of the report admit that 
in many cases this method had been 
adopted before a strike or lockout oc- 
curred 
Less than 2 per cent, were 


I settled by this method, while about 12 


I per cent of all strikes and lockouts 
| were adjusted by resort to the joint 
! agreement. 


That a number of these strikes were 


of minor importance is shown by the 
fact that the average duration of them 
| per establishment was only 25 days, 
1 though the lockouts extended on an 


average of S4 days. 
Building trades 


workers were apparently the most dis- 
satisfied, as they caused 26 per cent, 
of all the strikes ordered.

Then the young lad 
forgot all about his foot and when the 
binding ropes were loosed, instead of 
only the aeronaut ascending with it. 
Ruffing was borne aloft with his feet 
in the'air and his head hanging down, 
wildly waving his hands in an effort 
to grasp something.

Relieved From Sea Duty. 


The intention of the navy depart- 


ment to relegate the older captains to 
the rear and put the young ones in 
command of the great new battleships 
of the fleet became known through an 
official communication to the first of 
the captains 
to 
prepare 
for duty 


ashore. 
This 
communication- 
was 


delicately, even with 
kindness, put, 


and it informed the particular captain 
that his relief from sea duty at this 
time was in no way a criticism by the 
department on his capacity as the 
commander of a first class battleship 
of the United States navy. It is said 
to have also extended in explanation 
so far as to give comfort to the cap- 
tain by assuring him that the other 
captains, save those given above, who 
will retain their commands, would also 
be put ashore. 


An effort to secure the name of this 


the first of the captains of the fleet 
to be put asiffe was unsuccessful. 


The change in the commanders of 


the ships at this time has so far ad- 
vanced and so much of detail of the 
plan has become known in the line of 
the navy that there is no other topic 
o£ conversation among the officers of 
the fleet which Admiral Evans will 
take from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
It was said by a naval ofiicer of high 
rank that the plan was to put on shore 
duty all captains who had reached an' 
age where they could not expect to be 
advanced to a. rear admiralship and 
then serve two years before retire- 
ment. 


Edict to Follow Maneuvers. 


The shakeup will occur wholesale 


just after the "finish of the target prac- 
tice and maneuvers off Cape Cod this 
month. The work of the battleships 
in these maneuvers will he the first of 
its kind ever ordered by the depart- 
ment. Naval officers are waiting for 
this practice with the keenest interest. 
New range finding apparatus has been 
invented of recent years and where 
only recently the target practice of 
the United States battleships at 4,000 
yards were considered almost without 
equal on the part of the ships of any- 
other 
navy. Uncle 
Sam's 
present 


proposition is to make world records 
at 6,000 yards under full speed and 
under conditions that promise to test 
the limit of capacity of maneuvering 
and gunnership of the American man 
' and officer. 


The present captains of the big new 


ships will engage in these maneuvers 
and will then he relieved to make way 
for the younger ones. Just who will 
take the places of the captains to be 
sent ashore no one knows outside of 
the department. By the time the fleet 
!s ready to start on its long voyage 
there will be plenty of men of the rank 
of captain, younger men with plenty of 
eagerness to engage in the responsible 
task.

Delay in Taking Advantage of an Of- 
fer Lost Us the Best American Herd. 


(Recreation for August). 


There is good reason for chagrin in 


this country, that our Canadian cous- 
in's should have been allowed to fore- 
stall us in preserving buffalo from ex- 
tinction and particularly that they 
have secured irom private citizens of 
Montana- the largest and best herd of 
pure bre' Ar-.erican bison in exist- 
ence. But it was not the fault of the 
American Bison society, nor of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, that the herd was sold 
to Canada. It simply did not take the 
Canadians as long to make up their 
minds that they were willing to spend 
$116,000 for 150 buffalo as it has to 
get our law makers at Washington 
mildly interested. The Bison society 
has been active in urging the neces- 
sary legislation for the preservation of 
the' buffalo and succeeded in getting 
the government to establish a fenced 
buffalo range in "he Wichita forest re- 
serve in Oklahoma. This range was 
graciously stocked by the New York 
Zoological society. 
Six months ago 


the same society entered into an 
agreement with Prof. Morton J. Elrod, 
of the Montana state university, under 
which he has made a careful examina- 
tion of the public lands in the Fiat- 
head Indian reservation, for the pur- 
pose of selecting aL.d recommending 
the best range for a nucleus herd of 
buffaloes, which the society hoped to 
establish there 
under government 


ownership. At ihat time it was ex- 
pected that the animals desired might 
be purchased from the owners of the 
Pablo herd; but now it is too late to 
draw from that source. 


Although the Bison society, through 


its president and secretary, seems to 
be chiefly anxious to bring about the 
sale of the Corbiu herd in New Hamp- 
shire to the state of New York, or, 
failing in this, to the United States 
government, it cannot be said that the 
society is not working earnestly and 
intelligently for the preservation of 
the American bison from ultimate ex- 
tinction.

. The question must, however, be an- 


swered as first stated, as it Is impos- 
sible from a practical standpoint to 
Separate 'the question of profit from 
§iat of adaptability to farm work. 


Few men can afford to ignore profit 


they breed for horses adapted to 


farm use. neither can they afford to 
breed horses adapted for the market 
without any consideration of their 
adaptability for the farm. 


At the outset -we must consider the 


cost of feed; labor, care, etc., in pro- 
ducing horses; risk Involved; market 
demands and prices and the adapta- 
bility of the horse for farm work. As 
to the cost of production it may be 
said that so far as feeding is con- 
cerned the draft 'horse, when, com- 
pared with the light or heavy harness 
horse, will doubtless stand at the head 
of the list with the greatest feed re- 
quirement, while the labor, care and 
skill required to produce the horse 
ready for the market will be very 
much greater with the harness horse. 


The risk involved is .also very much 


greater with the harness type owing 
to their disposition and the close dis- 
crimination of the market as to blem- 
ishes. So far as ready sale at any age 
for profitable prices- and adaptability 
to the farm are concerned, the draft 
horse has a great advantage. 


Furthermore, 
the knowledge and 


skill required to breed draft horses Is 
much less than that required to breed 
harness horses successfully. In other 
words, it is lar easier to bred weight 
and the necessary quality in draft 
horses than it is to breed the quality, 
finish and action required in harness 
horses. 


The draft horse Is better adapted for 


farm use than the average horse, be- 


: cause of his weight, disposition and 


size. They are always in demand and 
it requires no particular skill to finish 
them. While some farmers seem to 
think a good, big, heavy harness horse 
is just what they want for farm use, 
those who have had experience with 
them say that while they have some 
points of advantage in the matter of 
welg. . they are not suited for farm 
work because of their disposition and 
action. 


; In summing the whole matter up, it 


will be found that draft horses are the 
best type for the average farmer. 
It 


must be said, however, that the man 
who has the skill and ability to pro- 
duce high-class harness horses will 
find them profitable, although they do 
not fit well Into farm operations, and 
but few farmers are fitted to breed 
them. 


To produce a good draft horse most 


successfully one should have high- 
frade or pure-bred mares of the draft 
Syne. 
They should range in weight 


ci,re of it herself. 
The ground must

LITTLE XTBBIXS OF NEWS. 


Violations of the twenty-eight-hour 


live stock law are costing the railroads 
of the country about $10,000 a day in 
fines. These fines have not been col- 
lected, however, and the railroad offi- 
cials apparently pay no attention to 
the violation of the law which pro- 
hibits the carrying ot cattle in cars for 
more than twenty-eight hours with- 
out food, rest or water. .They evidently 
figure that it is cheaper to pay the 
fines than to obey the law. 


That the pure food law and the 


agitation over Chicago's bad meats 
has not resulted disastrously to the 
trade is shown by the figures for ex- 
ports. Last year the total exports of 
meats, dairy products a^id food ani- 
mals amounted to $250,000,000, an in- 
crease of $76,000,000 during the past 
ten years.

This is absolutely essential, 
as they are confined, having no access 
to such from outside sources. 


Bathing water should be furnished 


them in pans a foot or more in diam- 
eter. and four or live inches deep. The 
water should be changed once or twice 
each day. Before bathing, they drink 
as much of the water as they need. 
Then they splash in the water, wetting 
all their feathers and making them- 
selves bright and clean. 
After the 


bath, the water is covered with an 
oily scum, and is not fit for use again. 
They bathe early in the morning, and 
bathing water should be placed in 
their pan^ the evening before unless 
one is a very early riser. Too much 
care cannot be taken of their bathing 
and drinking water. It Is a necessity, 
both winter and summer. 


In addition to feed and water, 


pigeons require exercise in the sun- 
light and fresh air.
